When theresults were coming induring the 
cvening, the office became a focal point of 
information retricvaland disbursement, Burcau 
Chief Paul Simon said, 

“We're wiiling stories about the majorraces 
in the slate,” Simon said, “I've gotnewspapers | 
and broadcasters all. over the state. who.are - [ 
waiting for that, too, And we'll be updating | 
thesostorics through eevening, lookingat the 
tables that I generate, and keeping contact with 
key people in the state by phone, to get com- 
meats for our stories during the evening. 

“Wehaveonepersonincach of thestate’s93 
counties and that person calls our tabulating 
desk, which is actually in Des Moines, fa. 
whero we have people who are hired toanswer 
the phones and take the vote totals from the 
counties, They update them periodically and 
take them to other people who punch them into 
acomputer,” Simon sald. 

The widespread uso of computers, a main- 
stay at the AP, has been further enhanced by 
special software programming designs which 
simplify the process of counting the votes of 
each race and streamlining the overall process 
of tabulation, Simon said,

Definition of racism disputed

Alzado claimed his terminal cancer was dircetly related to 
anabolic steroid abuse, He was sostrongly against steroids that 
hisfinaldayswerespentpreaching tootheralhlctesnottomake 
the same mistake. Why, then, is the use of performance 
enhancement steroids still prevalent among athletes ranging 
from junior high to professional levels? 

Dr. JonC, Wagner, assistant professorof pharmacy practice 
at the University of Nebraska Medical Center, lectures high 
school and junior high students on the dangers of sterolds, He 
took a survey of student alhletes asking them why they played 
sports.

The Last two 
were toearm acollege scholarship and to please others besides 
themselves, 

“The non-sterold using athlete responses were clustered 
into the first two areas,” Wagner said. “The steroid using 
athletes weromorelikely torespond with the last twocholces.” 

‘The resulis proved athletes come from different environ- 
mints, cach playing sports fordifferentreasons. Some want to 
play just for fun, while others arc playing because it might bo 
the only way for them to get into college, Many students play 
to gain acceptance from their girlfriend, friends, or because of 
parental pressure to be as good as their older brother was. 

“We're getting some clues about finding out whichathletes 
are more at risk and concentrating on them rather than telling 
allathletes, ‘Steroids arebad, stay away.’ The scare tactics just 
arcn’t working,” Wagner said. 

Whenaskedtospeaktohighschool students, healwaysasks 
if he can also speak to coaches and parents, 

“There's an environment that coaches and parents are 
helping to create,” he said. “They've got to be aware that they

Anabolic steroid use can have a devastating effect on the 
mind and body of an athlete, especially at the junior high and 
high school level, Wagner said. The drugs cffectevery system 
in the body, with possible side effects being hypertension, 
stroke, and heart attacks, 

Cases of these and other diseases have occurred in indi- 
viduals as young as 17 or 18 years of age, Anabolic steroids 
alsohave a negative effect on the liver, Wagner said, Steroid 
users have an increased chance of developing liver cancer. 
Anabolic steroids can also cause intemal bleeding which can

“The use of steroids by adolescents can causean individual 
to be shor statured,” Wagner said, “They prematurely close 
offtheends of yourlong bones the bones in your back, legs, 
arms, cic. which determine yourheight. Soyoumightendup 
5-11 instead of 6-2 because you didn’t want to wait formother 
nature,” 

In addition to the physical damage, steroids also cause a 
great deal of psychological damage, “A lot of people are 
beginning to belicve that these drugs are psychologically 
addicting,” Wagner said, 

“Once you get on anabolic steroids, the euphoria you feel 
makesitverydifficulttostop. Yourcacha plateau thatcanonly 
beachicved by steroids, The younger the individual, theharder 
time they have with dealing with these psychological effects.” 

Psychological side effects include the “typical roid rage,” 
Wagner sald. “Phis includes an out of contro] temper, ex- 
tremely aggressive behavior and wild mood swings during the 
four to eight week cycle of taking the drug, followed by an 
almost depressed period when they go off the drug,” Wegner 


said, National surveys show steroid use occurs in six to seven 
percent of the male population and in one to one and one-half 
percent of the female population at the junior high and high 
school level, 

“Tt increases to about 10 percent when you get into the 
population which plays sports. Power sports like football, 
wrestling and track and field have an increased percentage. 
When you get into certain positions in football, such as Hne- 
backer, offensive line, and defensive line, it goes up even 
higher,” be said, 

Collegiate information on steroid use is based on NCAA 
surveysand resultsofdrug testing, Survey resultshaveshown 
that five percent of NCAA athletes use steroids, a number 
which Wagner thinks “is a litte bit lower than it realy is.” 

“Through drug testing they identify the less intelligent and 
sophisticated drug users,” Wagner said. 

“Ifyou know you're going to be tested at the Orange Bowl, 
and it’s November, and you know that these drugs will be 
eliminated from your system in three weeks, just stop taking 
them three weeks before January 1, It becomes more of an 
intelligence test than a drug test.” 

Wagnerhas“no good clueatall’ as tothelevelofstcroiduse 
among professional football players. 

“Some National Football League linemen have testified 
before Congress that 70 to 0, even 100 percent of players at 
certain positions are using these drugs,” he said, 

In 1987, Wagner tested athletes at the Pan American games 
in Indianapolis, Ind, Almost 1,000 athletes were tested, with 
only three or four positive results. 

“Ben Johnson gotcaught because he was greedy. He was so 
obsessed with beating Carl Lewis that he tied to extend his 
steroid use another week,” Wagner said, 

“If be would have done what his coaches and trainers 
wanted, he would bethe world's fastesthuman. Nobody woutd 
have known, It really makes you wonder.”
